The Allies’ Task. 


Not much more than two months of 
good campaigning weather now remain be- 
fore the winter, Once we are fairly into 
November, with its mist and rain, large 
operations will hardly be practicable on the 
western front: the battle of the Somme, 
it will be remembered, dwindled to its end 
last year about the middle of that month. 
On the southern front, of course, the cam- 
paigning season will close earlier, and on 
the eastern front earlier still. Late 
enough in the year—<doubtless, to some 
extent, on account of the variable element 
introduced into the military situation by 
the aftermath of the Russian Revolution— 
but better late than never, the Allies are 
now striking in unison and with all their 
strength. Whether they will be able to 
foree a decision before the winter is upon 
them only the future can show, and the 
time is short, but at least the indis- 
pensable condition of suceess is now pre- 
sent. That condition is a convergence of 
offensive movements, which shall pin the 
enemy on all fronts and expose them to 
the mazimum of loss. The pressure 
exerted for many weeks almost entirely 
without support by the British Army in 
France, which has lately reached the 
height of its effort, is now, as we announce 
today by a coincidence not likely to be 
accidental, reinforced by two new move- 
ments. France and Italy have resumed 
the offensive campaign together, We have 
as yet no information beyond the outset 
of these new movemertts, but it is evident 
that they are on the largest scale. In 
France the indomitable Army of Verdun 

once more advanced 
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the enemy’s tactics of defence. In 
the German command, instead 

of massing its troops in deep dug-outs 
and a .clos@ly interwoven network of 
trenches which are pounded to pieces by 


artillery fire, is throwing them into the | 


open, écheloned behind nests of wired 
shell-holes, concreted redoubts, and 
machine-gun strong points. The bulk of 
the line troops are screened so far as pos- 
sible from our guns still further in the 
tear. The whole purpose is to abolish the 
old pattern of position which is visible and 
can be shot to pieces. On the French and 
Italian fronts the same tactical methods 
obtain. Before Verdun the Germans yield 
ground and conserve men; the French 
assault found the Talon Ridge, for 
example, held merely by a line of out- 
posts. The Italians, similarly, stormed 
the demolished front line position of the 
Austrians only to be held up by the 
strong resistance of the intact second line. 
Faced with these defensive tactics the 
Allies are now evolving a new offensive 
method—the massed attack in the air. 
Their latest operations disclose an in- 
creasing approach towards the ideal 
of an organised air offensive. Ón the 
British front we find airmen co-operating 
with infantry attack, bombing railways, 
aeroplane sheds, and military establish- 
ments of all kinds behind the lines: The 
French attack before WYerdun was im- 
mediately preceded by a gigantic raid on 
various sections of the German communi- 
cations by more than a hundred machines. 
The Italian report of yesterday shows that 
over two hundred aeroplanes took part in 
Sunday 's battle. On the rapid develop- 
ment of incessant air attack on the enemy s 
communications must very largely depend 
the possibility of making the enemy's 
fronts untenable and forcing a decision 
before the winter.

The Tillage Campaign. 


Yesterday the House of Commons. con- 
sidered, and disposed of, the Lords’ amend- 
ments to the Corn Production Bill. The 
discussion was amicable, and even sympa- 
thetic; but in the end only one of the 
three critical amendments was accepted by 
the Lower House. In the case of all 
three the House adopted the views of the 
Government, as stated by Mr. Prothero. 
The general policy of the amendments was 
in the direction of relaxing the authority 


| of the Central Wages Board, extending 


that of the district wages committees, and 
giving a larger freedom of action fo em- 
ployers of agricultural labour. For in- 
stance, where the Bill proposes that the 
Central Board should fix wages on the re- 
commendation of the district committees, 
the Lords proposed that the fiting should 
be done provisionally by the committees, 
and should be ratified or amended after- 
wards by the Central Board. Mr. Prothero 
admitted that the amendment had certain 
advantages ; but he preferred to leave the 
actual fixing of wages in the hands of the 
Central Board, on the ground that the 
exercise of its strong, uniform, and con- 
sistent pressure was an essential part of 
the Government's plan to raise the status 
of the agricultural labourer. On this 
point the House was in full agreement 
with the Government. tr ef the 
Lords’ amendments proposed that em- 
ployers should be allowed to make con- 
tracts with their men, which could be 
made valid by the district committees. It 
was defended on the ground that such con- 
tracts would benefit workmen who were 
below the accepted standard of fitness for 
the minimum wage, but the Government 
and the House rejected it as giving in- 
adequate protection to the rights of un- 
organised labour. The third amendment 
was more fortunate. It proposed that em- 
an appeal to 
an arbitrator against the Board of 
Agriculture's decisions, The Govern- 
ment and the House accepted this amend- 
ment on the strict condition that all ques- 
tions of national policy—such as the neces- 
sity of increased tillage—were to remain 
unaffected by it. As it is now embodied in 
the Bill, the amendment merely enables a 
farmer to appeal from the Board on ques- 
tions of judgment as to the suitability of a 
particular plot for a particular purpose. 
We gather that this amendment will not 
apply to Ireland, where the decisions of 
the Department of Agriculture will con- 
tinue to be irrevocable: The matter does 
not seem to be important, for the Depart- 
ment's policy in this respect-—though 
sometimes it has been compelled to take 
drastic measures—has enjoyed the strong 
support of popular opinion. The notable 
success of the Irish tillage campaign is 
confirmed by the official statistics which we 
summarise in another column. In every 
branch of tillage 1917 shows a magnificent 


advance upon 1916 or any previous year 


within living memory, In less than twelve 
months our total area of corn and green 
crops has increased by 637,402 acres, or 
26.6 per cent. Wheat has increased by 
47,644 acres, or 62.5 per cent., and oats by 
592,144 acres, or 36.6 per cent.—in cats 
heinster leads the field with an increase of 
126,542 acres. Potatoes have in 
122,955 acres, or 21 per cent., fias— 
which had shown a steady decline in pre- 
vious years—by 16,112 acres, or 17.6 per 
cent, The total increase in the aréa of 
land under crops is 763,878 acres—a larger 
area than the combined increase for Eng- 
land and Scotland. The statistics of live 
stock are far less satisfactory, for they 
show a consistent dec jally in 
cattle and pigs—but the tillage figures, 
with their substantial assurance of

IRISH QUESTIONS.. 
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IN.V. RIFLES. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. KING asked the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether he was aware of the 

ublication of a letter written at the Foreign 

fice on 18th August, 1914, by the Under Seo- 
retary of State, and addressed to the British 
Consul-General in Antwerp, requesting the 
latter to facilitate the shipment of rifles from 
Belgium for the Irish National Volunteers; 
whether the military authorities were consulted 
before this letter was sent; and whether the 
Consul-General was able to effect the purpose 

uired of him. 
rd ROBERT CEOCIL—The answer io the 
first part of the question is in the affirmative. 
The rifles refe to were of an old Italian 
pattern of small military value, and were the 
property of the Irish National Volunteers. The 
mihtary authorities were informed at the time 
the letter was written. With regard to the 
last part of the question I have no information. 

THE SEIZURE OF RIFLES. 

In reply to Mr. MacVeagh, who asked if 
scisures of rifles had been made during the past 
week from Nationalists in the County Down, 
and whether similar seizures had been made of 
the rifles which are known to be in the posses- 
sion of Unionists, 

Mr. DUKE said that 243 _ rifles 
bayonets were seized in the County Down last 
week. The political opinions of the people who 
had them in charge were not the cause of the 
seizure. The Competent Military Authority was 
satisfied that there was danger of the weapons 
coming into unsafe hands. If the same condi- 
tions should arise in regard to any other 
weapons capable of military use, whether in 
Ulster or the rest of Ireland, the Competent 
Military Authority might be relied on to take 
all necessary precautions to deal with the 
matter. 

In ‘reply to Mr. Boland, 

Mr. DUKE repeated that the seizure was en- 
tirely irrespective of on AR opinion. 

Mr. JOHN O’'CONNOR—How does it come 
to pass that these rifles have been allowed to 
remain in the hands of National Volunteers 
ever since the rising of Easter Week? How is 
it that the Government has changed its mind 
with regard to leaving these men still in pos- 
session of rifles? Has any danger occurred; or 
were these rifles in the hands of men who were 
not considered safe? 

Mr. DUKE—The question was whether the 
rifles were likely to remain in safe hands. My 
advisers consider they probably would not. 


ILLEGAL DRILLING. 

Mr. BONAR LAW, answering Mr. MacVeagh 
said that no charges had been made for iHegal 
drilling and wearing of Volunteer uniforms, ex- 
cept in co uence of overt acts contrary to 
law. Some of the prisoners recently released 
by way of amnesty had been exerting them- 
selves since their release to reproduce the drilled 
and armed forces which took pert last year in 
an armed rising, and it had, therefore, been 
necessary to enforce the Defence of the Realm 
Regulations with regard to drilling. In most 
of the cases where there had been trials short 
terms of imprisonment had been inflicted, and 
all the sentences had been carefully reviewed 
by the General Officer Commanding-in-Chief in 
Ireland. The War Cabinet did not intend to 
direct the immediate release of those sentenced 
by the military courts, 


IRISH TRADES CONGRESS AND

While 178 of 
the letters received from railwaymgn’s branches 
were in favour of the Stockhol@# Conference, 
117 approved the attitude of the Beamen’s and 
Firemen’s Union. 

The Chairman, referring to the reason for the 
Conference, said that the financial question had 
been raised in a letter in which it was asked 
who were the great’ financiers supporting them. 
There was no secret about the matter at all. 
The subscribers were the result of an appeal 
through the columns of the Press. Speakin 
of the Leeds Conference, the Chairman 6ai 
that many of the trade unionists attending the 
Leeds Conference were without any mandate 
from their societies at all. As to Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald's offer to the Sailors’ and Firemen's 
Union, the sailor said—' Oh, Mr. Macdonald, 
there is a lot of the pro-German about you, and 
you might treat that scrap of paper just in the 
same way as the Germans treated the scrap of 
paper about Belgium.” So the sailors did not 
take Kamsay Macdonald to Stockholm. 
(Cheers.) i 
SYMPATHY WITH THE SAILORS. 

The Chairman then read out a list of the 
delegates in favour of the objects of the meet- 
ing, Which, he said, included the miners, there 
being 87 branches in favour and 33 against. 
(Loud applause.) He was satisfied that close on 
one-and-a-half million organised workers in 
Great Britain had declared their sympathy with 
the seafaring people, and yet at the Labour 
Party Conference the vote was exactly opposite. 
Therefore, he was satisfied that that vote did 
not represent the views of the trade unionisis 
of the country. As to Mr. Arthur Henderson, 
the Chairman said that they were puzzled to 
know what had happened to him. He had 
stated that he had changed his mind in regard 
to Stockholm when he was at Petrograd. But 
he (the Chairman) had absolute evidence to the 
contrary, for Mr, Henderson sent a telegram 
to the Seamen’s Unions persuading them to re- 
move their embargo on Mr. Ramsay Macdonaid 
and Mr. Jowett, on the consideration that they 
signed a pledge to stand by the Manchester Con- 
ference. That showed that Mr. Henderson had 
mot then changed his mind. Two years ago he 
(the Chairman) called the attention of organised 
Labour in Germany to the deliberate murders 
which were being committed. The German 
workingmen appointed a commission of enquiry, 
who reported that the murders were quite the 
right thing to do, and that report was aigned 
oy four principal Labour leaders—the men that 

r. Macdonald would meet at Stockholm. 
(Shame.) it would be a crime to ask decent 
sailors and firemen to carry pacifists across the 
ocean to shake the blood-stained hands of the 
German murderers—(bear, hear)—aend it would 
never happen. (Cheers.) In conclusion, he said: 
“ We are out for a fight; we enjoy it, we like 
| Aa noe grin and cheers.) 

Replying to a question, the Chairman said 
that the total number of branches of trade 
unionists in favour of the seamen’s conduct was 
594, 321 being against and 16 remaining neutral. 

Mr. Austin, of Chesterfield, a railway engine- 
man, said that it was easier to find a needle in 
a bottle of hay than to find a railwayman who 
was in favour of British delegates going to 
Stockholm to shake hands with Germans. 
(Cheers. ) ; 

The Chairman then announced the receipt of 
a Press message giving the result of the voting 
by the Miners’ Federation delegates, and there 
was vociferous cheering. 

REFERENDUM. OF 
DEMANDED. 

Mr. Rourke, of the Stevedores’ Union, then 
moved :— 

“That this Conference is of opinion that the 
vote recorded at the Labour Party Conference 
in London on August 10th, in regard to sending 
delegates to Stockholm, was not a truly repre- 
sentative vote of organised Labour, and that 
this Conference is of opinion that a true vote of 
organised Labour can only be obtained by a 
refirendum, and requesta that the same be 
taken by the Parliamentary Committee of the 
Trade Union Congress,”’ 

Mr. Ford, of the Miners’ Union, seconded. 

The resolution was carried unanimously, and 
with enthusiasm... 

Mr. Taylor, of the Workshop Branch of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, moved that 
the action of the Seamen's Union in convening 
the Conference be heartily endorsed, and that 
the Conference protest against the action of 
the Labour Party on August 10th. : 

The resolution was carried unanimously, as 
was also a motion supporting the Government 
in its decision to refuse passports to Stockholm. 

The Chairman remarked that this was im- 
portant, as the peace cranks were beginning to 
engineer & movement against the Government. 


MINERS DECIDE AGAINST 
STOCKHOLM. 


Delegates from the Miners’ Federation of 
Great riain met in London vesterday to de- 
cide what attitude they should adopt at to- 
day's meeting on the question of the Stockholm 
Conference. Mr. R. Smillie presided. The pro- 
ceedings were private, and at the close the fol- 
lowing statement was issued :— 

It was decided by 376 votes to 334 to vote 
against the British Labour Party being repre- 
sented at the Stockholm Conference. 

The following resolution was also carried “— 
“That we,press on the Conference the de- 
sirability of adjournment of any disenssion upon 
the memorandjun issued by the Labour Party 
Executive until the members of the affiliated 
bodies have had time to have the memorandum 
discussed and decided on by a further Confer- 
ence, to be held not later than the first week 
in October. In case the Conference decides not 
to accept these proposals, the miners’ repre- 
sentatives sh’l! vote in favouf of the memoran- 
dum ag issued.” 

The decision of the miners to vote against 
the Stockholm policy at to-day’s Labour Con- 
ference aroused much interest in the Parlia- 
mentary Lobby yesterday afternoon. Not only 
does this change of view mean the transfer of 
600,000 voters from those who favour the send- 
ing of delegates to thase who oppose it, but it 
is thought not unlikely that the decision will 
influence the delegates of certain emailer unions, 
which not infrequently at the Labour Con- 
ference follow the miners’ lead. There is much 
talk also of a possible reconsideration of their 
position by the textile workers, whose 180,000 
votes would certainly mean a reversal of the 
Btockholm decision. 

The view which the Labour members of the 
Government take of the new position was 
forcibly expressed by Mr. John Hodge, the new

Conference's decision is not, in figures, reversed 
to-day, the volte face of the miners demands a 
revision of the Stockholm policy.

The Italians announce a desperate battle on 
the Julian Alps front.

ITALIAN REPORT. 
(ADMIRALTY, PER WIRELESS PRESS.) 
The battle is proceeding on the Julian Alps 
front. ; 

Yesterday morning, after a 24 hours’ bom- 
bardment, during which our artillery shelled 
the enemy positions with ever-increasing 1n- 
tensity, the masses of our infantry commenced 
the advance towards their objectives to the 
north of Ankovo. 

After having brilliantly overcome the techni- 
cal difficulties and the resistance of the enemy, 
numerous pontoons were thrown across the 
Isongo, and our troops passed over to the left 
bank of the river from Plava, as far as the sea. 

After having crossed his first line, whieh was 
completely destroyed, our troops brought pres- 
sure to bear upon the enemy, who, resisting 
strongly, and being supported by considerable 
artillery and a large number of machine guns, 
offered a desperate resistance. 

Altogether aeroplanes indefatigably parti- 
cipated in the battle, attacking repeatedly with 
bombs and machine guns the troops assembled 
to the rear of the enemy positions. 

The infantry action vigorously continues, 
whilst the artillery also is energetically proceed- 
ing with its work of destruction. 

The ensiny’s losees are very serious.

STUBBORN BATTLES IN THE 
EAST. 
(ADMIRALTY, PER WIRELESS PRESS.) 

The Russian official] communiqué issued yester- 
day runs :— 

Western Front.—In the direction of Biga the 
enemy trained his artillery fire against our 
trenches to the west of the Riga-Mitau road. 

On ‘the rest of the front there have been 
fusillades, scouting reconpaissances and eerial 
operations. 

Rumanian Front.—In the course of yester- 
day the enemy made desperate aiiacks in the 
direction of Ocna and Onrsichi. 

Since morning the enemy has attacked the 
Rumanians in the region of the River Sianic, 


and towards evening, after an - uninterrupted 


and stubborn battle here, suceeéded in occupy- 
ing portion of the Rumanian trenches, pushing 
the Rumanian troops back to the south-west of 
the outskirts of Ocna. 

Since morning also the enemy has made stub 
born attacks in the region of Grazestehi and 
the factory of Staklerie, and in the course of the 
day he forced his way into the factory itself. 

An engagement is in progress in the direction 
of Foogsani. Yesterday morning the Germans, 
after artillery preparation, undertook an offen- 
sive on both sides of the Focsani-Ajud Railway. 
By midday, the Germans succeeded in occupying 
our first-line trenches to the west of the rail- 
way, but a counter-attack drove them out, and 
the position was restored. 

To the east of the railway, under strong 
enemy pressure, the Kumanians were compelled 
to retire to the southern approaches of the vil- 
lage of Merschestchi. 


GERMAN DESPATCH. 


The German wireless despatch issued yester- 
day is as follows :— :

On the Ypres battle front our lines were ad- 
vanced slightly south-east of St. Janshoek.

In the course of the morning the enemy en- 
deavoured to launch another counter-attack 
against our new positions south-east of Epehy. 
His troops were observed as they were moving 
into position for the assault, and were dispersed 
by our artillery before the attack could develop. 

Patrol encounters, in which we have made 
some progress, have been taking place through- 
out the day on the north-western outskirts of 
Lens. 

A hostile raiding party entered our lines early 
this morning east of Armentiéres. Two of our 
men are missing. 

Yesterday hostile aircraft worked in large 
formations, well behind their own lines, and 
endeavoured, without success, to hinder the 
work of our bombing, photographic, and recon- 
naissance machines. | ' 

Our bombing operations were continued. An 
enemy train was wrecked, and much damage 
was caused to hostile aerodromes, dumps, and 
stations. Work in co-operation with our artil- 
lery was carried out with good effect, and many 
photographs were taken. : 

In air fighting, two German aeroplanes were 
brought down and four others driven down out 
of control. One other enemy machine was shot 


down in our lines by anti-aircraft guns.

In the moments when it died down the 
comparative silence seemed uncanny. After 
reaching its maximum violence, it dropped for 
‘a few minutes before the attack was launched, 
then léaped again to a tornado of strength for 
the barrage which preceded the infantry down 
the slopes in front of Pepper Hill and Louve- 
mont. Seven minutes later a shower of golden 
rockets over the Boche lines indicated that the 
German battalion commanders were badly in 
need of a barrage to check the French infantry. 
Apparently the signal came too late. The 
French assaulting force dashed from the de- 
parture trenches with such speed and precision 
that they reached the enemy's first line before 
the German barrage opened. It is yet too early 
to speak of a definite result, but the latest re- 
vorts indicate that our attack on the right 
gi of the Meusé has progressed as was antici- 
pated. Pivoting on the edge of the Woevre, 
ow line swung forward northward in the early 
hours of this morning, and once moro a battle 
is raging along those crests and valleys running 
down to the i Sea which last year were the 
scene of the bloodiest fighting recorded in his 
tory, This time, however, the fight is not for 
an uneonquerable fortress. The Crown Prince 
gave up all hope of that last July. it is not 
even to expel the enemy-—from her borders and 
ensure the safety of a much-tried city. That 
object was attained by the battles of Octob? 
24 and December 15, when the French, «efter 
driving the enemy from Douaumont and Vaux, 
swept them clear of the limits of the fortified 
enesinds of Verdun. & 


GREAT DAY FOR THE 
TANKS, ~ 

The Press Association's special correspondent 
at correspondents headquarters with the 
British Army in France, telegraphing on August 
2), says — " 

In the attack which the British yesterday de- 
livered in the region of St. Julien the tanks 
had the time of their lives. In preparation for 
the part they had to play. a batch of these 
uncouth monsters began to move through the 
darkness at about 2 o'clock. The snorting of 
their progress was drowned in the booming of 
the guns, and the Germans probably calculated 
that the condition of the ground was a sufficient 
insurance against the appearance of these 
dreaded machines in any attack which might be 
attempted. At any rate, it ia pretty certain 
that they were completely taken by surprise. 

lt was just about dawn when the tanks went 
forward, the attacking infantry following them. 
The concentration spread out fanwise as it pro- 
greased, for the object of the operation was to 
try and straighten out a link in our line within 
which the Germans held several strong positions, 
When they saw the yellowish objects crawling 
over the broken ground towards them the Huns 
began to fire wildly from their places of con 
cealment, but they seldom ai for the fire- 
apitting creatures to reach them before taking 
to their heels, and the billowy mud seemed to 
vomit grey figures, who went foundering on in 
ever-inereasing numbers. Following up these 
stagyertng and hiccoughing vanguards, the in- 
fantry occupied in succession Triangle Farm, 
and Coykorort Farm, 
three very important strong poste which had 
given a lot of tronble. The mopping up parties 
took possession of numerous shell craters and 
concreted pita. ost of these were deserted, 
but where the garrisons had remained the fight 
was usually short and decisive. 

One little fortified post made a show of re- 
sistance, its Occupants firing through loopholes; 
but when the ponderous assailant stalked close 
up and pou & regular cascade of fire upon 
it, ite defenders, to the number of ten, came 
out and surrendered, bringing their machine 
run with them as an offer. In one case a tank 
became temporarily bellied within 200 feet of its 
objective, so it opened fire with all available 
guns, and go battered the German defence that 
when our infantry came up they had no diff- 
culty in finishing the work and occupying the 
place. Then the commander and the crew of 
the tank got out, and, bringing their Lewis gun 
with them, went forward with the infantry, 

The total depth of advance set in the plan 
of attack was 500 yards, but our troops saw 
Hung bolting from positions far beyond this 
limit. The whole affair was a complete vindica- 
tion of the utility of the tank in this ies of 
warfare at the cost of amazingly small casual- 
ties.

LORDS’ AMENDMENTS 


CONSIDERED. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS—Moenday. 
The Spraxzr took the chair at 2.45. 


On the motion that the Lords’ amendments 
to the Corn Production Bill be considered, 

Mr. PROTHERO said that he would state the 
general policy which the Government adopted 
towards these amendments. There were three 
main ameadments. The first was one which 
altered the tribunal for fixing, in the first in- 
stance, the minimum rates of wages. The 
second was one which allowed employers to 
make contracts with workmen, which were ren- 
dered valid by subsequent confirmation by the 
Wages Committes. e third was a right of 
appeal in cértain cases to an arbitrator, where 
good husbandry wag involved, or where any 
change in the use of land was made, so far as 
related to particular parcels or portions of the 
land. Dealing with the first amendment, which 
altered the tribunal for provisionally fixing 
wages, he said that as the bill stood the Wages 
Board fixed the wages on the report and recom- 
mendation of the District Wages Committee. 
The Lords’ amendment proposed, on the other 
hand, that the District Wages Committee, the 
body with the most adequate local knowledge, 
should provisionally fix the rates of wages, and 
that those rates should not be valid until they 
were confirmed and approved by the Central 
Wages Board, which might retarn. to the Dis- 
trict Committes the rates they provisionally 
fixed and ae them to be amended. In case 
of any deadlock between the two bodies the 
ultimate arbitration was reserved to the Central 
Wages Board. The difference between fixing 
the rates of wages on ihe report and recom- 
mendation of the District Wages Committee 
and the District Wages Committee provisionally 
fixing the rates seemed to be very small, and 
there were obvious advanta in favour of 
stimulating the activities aad banna of the 
District Wages Committee. On the other hand, 
especially in the imitiatory stages of this ques- 
tion, there was something which was not secured 
by leaving the provisional fixing of wages to 
the District Committees—(cheers),and ‘hat some- 
thing was the strong, uniform, consistent pres- 
sure of the Central Wages Body, and although 
there were great advaatages in favour of the 
Lords’ amendmenta on this subject, end al- 
though he regarded it as a useful attempt to 
improve the bill, and though he should be per- 
sonally, if labour were more independent end 
better ores, strongly in favour of them, 
yet the Government had decided to ask the 
House to disagree with the Lords’ amendments. 
(Cheers.) 

a THE SECOND CHANGE: 

rhe second change was also, in other circum- 
stances, a useful improvement to the bill. One 
of the great difficulties they would have to face 
would be this: Tne empleyer had in his em- 
ployment @ number of workmen who could not 
earn the wages of am able-bodied workman, and 
to compel them ig very large numbers to go 
before the Wages Board to get permits, which 
was the provision in the bill as it stood, might 
be to impose on them some hardship and some 
difficulty, Therefore, the Lords proposed that 


| the employer should be allowed to contract with 


Lis workmen for rates of wages lower than the 
ninimun ‘ixed, and cubmit that contract to the 
District Wages Committee, stating the reason 
why each individual workman was not to be 
considered able-bodied, and at the same time 
stating the rate of wages that were agreed upon 
between employer and employed. ‘That system 
was to be not in substitution for the permit 
system in the bill, but it was to be an alterna- 
tive.. Obviously if the employer had that power 
it would greatly facilitate the bill coming into 
practical operation. But, on the other band, 
trere was a danger. In the first instance, the 
workman was left face tó face with his em- 
ployer. He was not organised, and he was not 
possessed of that independence which organisa- 
tion gave, and the Government felt that it was 
a somewhat dangerous step to take to leave to 
the District Committees, not the initiation of 
the bargain between the contracting parties, 
not the settlement of its principal 
terms, but the ratification of a bargain 
alre.@y made, and they had reluctantly felt 
obliged to ask the House to disagree with the 
Lorca' ameadment on this point. (Cheers.) 
THE THIRD POINT. 

The third point was the question of appeal 
from the directions given by the Board of 
Agriculture, directions which were given with 
& view to increasing the food production of 
the country in the national interest. Those 
directions might be of two sorts, In one case, 
the Board might tell a farmer that he was 
cultivating his land badly, and the Lords pro- 
posed that there should be an appeal to an

directed to be put. The Government had gone 
very carefully mto the question. They recog- 
nised that lancowners had accepted most 
drastic interferences with their powers, and 
that those interferences would be continued 
during next year under the Defence of the 
Realm. Act. Now, when they were providing 
for more peaceful times, when they could go 
at a more deliberate pace, with due regard 
to the righte which people had in their own 
property, the Government thought that the 
louse would be wise to tgreo with the Lords’ 
amencments Ou thie subject of an appeal 
limited in the direction he had indicated 
Nationa] policy remained outside the question 
of appeal. 

Sir JOHN SIMON said that he and his 
friends were glad that the Government had 
arrived at the decision to reject the main 
Lords’ amencment, which the President had 
indicated. The fixing of wages involved the 
seeeee of the housing of rural labourers. 

® minimum wage in some districts would 
include the rent of a cottage, and it was 
supremely important that they should bring 
into play those sources of information and 
calculations which could only be got in cen- 
tralised bodies. To take the other course 
would be to expose the labourers, where they 
were least organised and worst paid, to a 
very inferior chance of bettering their condi- 
tions, and would deny them that which they 
were entitled to have—the experience, advice 
and guidance of those who, in other parts of 
the country, bad realised that it was poasible 
to méke farming pay, although wages had 
gone up.

THE KAISER’S LETTER. 


The Daily Telegraph, in publishing a facsimile 
reproduction of the suppressed cable letter writ- 
ten to President Wilson by the Kaiser, in the 
presence of the American Ambassador (Mr. 
Gerard), says>—Its publication should put an 
end to those stupid and clumsy con ctions, 
by means of which the German official Press has 
attempted to minimise its value or deny its 
validity. The letter was written. precisely in the 
form im which Mr. Gerard described it, and it 
is no longer possible to attempt to prove that 
in reality it is nothing more than a series of 
shorthand notes, designed to refresh the memory 
of the Ambassador, and to sketch in outline 
certain more or less informal views of the Em- 
peror. We now know that Wilhelm knew 
exactly what he was doing when his Army in- 
vaded Belgium. He was quite aware that he 
was not only breaking an international compact, 
but meant to break it, and the spirit in which 
that unwarrantable aggression was carried 
through is wholly inconsistent with the later 
sucgestion that Germany was forced to wage a 
defensive war. Frederick the Great, remarks 
our contemporary, was rapacious and 
treacherous. Wilhelm possesses both these 
qualities, but is also a hypocrite. Frederick. de- 
clared that he took what he could because he 
was certain that some pedant would be found 
to justify his procedure. Wilhelm also seizes 
everything he can, but, with unblushing effron- 
tery, he calls it defensive war. Mr. Gerard’ 
revelations are throwing a sinister light on the 
mentality of this Hohenzollern, and they will 
end by stripping him bare of every particle of 
kingly honesty and knightly honour. 


NEWEST U BOATS. 


The New York” correspondent of the Deily 
Mail says:—Mr. von Wiegand, one of the three 
or four American newspaper correspondents, 
whose work the German Government Accepted 
as entitling them to remain in Perlin after the 
American declaration of war, publishes, in Mr. 
Hearst’s Wew York American, an estimate of 
the prospective strength of the enemy sibmarine 
fleet. He states that at the end of May last 
Germany had 184 U boats in commission, five 
new ones awaiting, and fifteen in use as sub- 
marine schoolboats for training crews. He adds 
that Germany is turning out a new U boat 
every two and a-half days, or an average of 
10 or 12 a month. Not counting losses, it was 
believed, when Mr. von Wiegand left Berlin, 
that Germany would have 235 submarines at the 
end of this month. Actually, according to Ger- 
man statements, the new additions ‘to the sub- 
marine fleet exceed the losses by six or eight a 
month. The latest U boats have two periscopes, 
and duplicate parts for these. The turrets 
built on the hull are not part of the hull itself, 
and there is a watertight hatch to cover the 
floor of the turret, through the body of the hull. 


MR. SMILLIE AND WAR 
WEARINESS. 


Mr. Smillie, President of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion of Great Britain, in addressing the dele- 
gates, at a conference in London yesterday, 
with reference to the peace proposals of the 
Labour Party, said he thought that the general 
situation was getting more critical. The unrest 
which was being evinced in many mining dis- 
tricts pointed to a possible serious state of 
matters as far as Labour was concerned. Every 
responsible person in the Labour movement was 
anxious to avoid any serious outbreak, which 
would be a calamity from the point of view of 
the workers. Those who were in daily touch 
with the workers could not conceal from therm- 
selves that, owing to an accumulation of cir 
cumstances—the increase of food prices, the ex- 
plaitation of the people by profiteers, and the 
sufferings of the people through loss of many 
dear ones—there was arising a state of unrest 
which might break out at any moment, and no 
one could tell where it might end. Ho wished 
particularly to protest strongly against any in- 
terference with the miners’ movement from out- 
side. They resented the influence which poli- 
ticlans were endeavouring to exercise on the 
internal affairs in such matters as recruiting 
and the Stockholm Conference. They bad no 
right to come among them for the purpose of 
agitation atid propaganda. Miners, Mr. 
Smillie added, were getting war weary and rest- 
less, but they had shown no anxiety to 
abstain from taking their full share in helping 
to secure the victory in the war which all de- 
aired, or to leave others to do all the fighting.

THE BRITISH OFFICER. 
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A NEW GERMAN VIEW, 


(REUTERS TELEGRAM) 
AMSTERDAM, Mowpar. 


Herr Hermann Katsch — Correspondent 
of the Aeelnieche olksteitung on the 
Western Front, pays & reluctant tribute of ad- 
miration to the British officers. Whilst the 
younger officers, he says, generally lack what the 
Germans call military demeanour, the type of 
man. reared in Great Britain is most admirably 
suited, replacing many military qualities. They 
are courageous young men, of fine physique, 
and full of confidence. . There are no paunches 
or spectacles a them. Their coolness gives 
them & feeling superiority over all other 
nations, and for this reason they have no real 
fear of the Germans, with whom they are 
measuring themselves for the first time. War, 
in their eyes, is @ necessary struggle between 
Germany and Great Britain, for predominanes 
Tae exploitation of their country by the Go- 
vernment Press has firmly convinced them that 
Germany desires to conquer the world, and 
Great Britain, of course, could not allow that. 
The correspondent consoles himself by adding 
that the more intelligent officers, after meeting 
the Germans, gradually abandon their deep 
rooted. prejudices against the Fluns, and ex- 
reas surprise that the Germans, on their 
fienited food, display such good spirits. They 
add, however, that if they themselves were 
starving they would only fight all the more 
fiercely. They are strengthened in their 
obstinacy by the attitude of their folk at home. 
Piles of captured letters prove this fact. [It is, 
indeed, just the humble, simple people of the 
middle class, who, although suffering from the 
high cost of living, and longing for the end of 
the war, for the sake of their relatives at the 
front, exhort to hold on, and endure everything, 
in order to achieve victory. The ‘idea of the 
war has been engrained in them, and they are 
obstinatel re. accomplish their aim. 
He rege the Bish officers’ opinions as re- 
gards the mili atuation are divergent, but 
none of them it conceivable that Great 
Britain would accept & German — To 
surprise, the British officers declare that the 
U boat war does not inconvenience -Great 
Britain in the least, They assert that they are 
looking forward to naval developments. with 
a boundless optimiam. British officers have-no 
idea, he says, of the real figures of the sub- 
marine losses. The correspondent concludes— 
The way has been paved for the drawing to- 
ether of kindred British and German peoples, 
by the fact that the British, in spite of ir 
boundless national pride, regard us Germans as 
equals, The British have many qualities 
worthy of esteem, which we should gladly see 
st thened among us.

CQNSUMPTION OF BREAD AND FLOUR. 

Mr. CLYNES, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Food, informed Captain Bathurst 
that for the month of May last the consumption 
of bread and flour was practically the same 
as in May, 1916. In June the consumption 
showed a decrease of 3 per cent. This infor- 
mation was based upon the returns of 6,000 
retailers, covering from one-fourth to one- 
third of the whole consumption throughout the 
United Kingdom. These returns were confirmed 
by others relating to the delivery of flour from 
the mills. The reduction was more sub- 
stantial in large towns than in country dis- 
trictse. It was greater in England and Scot- 
land than in Ireland and Wales, and greater 
in Lancashire, Yorkshire, and the North than 
in the Midlands and the South. There had 
also been a considerable reduction in the use

INDIANS AND COMMISSIONED RANK IN 
THE ARMY. 

Mr. MONTAGU, answering Mr. C. Roberts, 
said that the Government had decided that the 
bar which had hitherio precluded the admission 
of Indians to commissioned rank in His 
Majesty's Army should be removed, and steps 
were being taken. for the grant of commissions 
to nine Indian officers belonging to the native 
Indian land forces who had served in the 
field in the present war, and had been recom- 
mended for this honour hy the Government of 
India in recognition. of their sérvices. Their 
names would be notified in the London Gazette, 
and they would be posted to the Indian Army 
in the same gazette. The general conditions 
under which Indians should in future he eligible 
for commissions were under discussion between 
the Government of India and himself. He 
would in due course consult the Army Council 
with a view to the introduction of a carefully- 


selection of candidates, and for their training 
in the important duties which would devolve 
upon them. 

s INDIAN POLICY. 

Mr. CHARLES ROBERTS asked the Secre- 
tary for India whether he-was in a position to 
make any announcement as to the policy which 
the Government, intended to pursue in Índia. 

Mr. MONTAGU—The Government of india 
has for some time been urging that a state- 
ment should be made in regard te Indian 
policy, and I am glad to have the opportunity 
of meeting their wishes. The policy of His

Sir ALBERT STANLEY informed Mr. Peto 
that the number of officers and seamen of the 
Merchant Service reported as having lost their 
lives on merchant vessels through enemy action 
from the beginning of the war to August 18th, 
1917, was 6,627. This figure did not include 
the loss of life of officers and men on the Ad- 
miralty pay list.

DECORATIONS.

Mr. MACPHERSON geaid that, with the ex- 
ception of services in the United Kingdom in 
connection with air raids, coastal bombard- 
ments, etc., no Distinguished Service Order or 
Military Cross had been conferred otherwise 
than for services in the field on the recom- 
mendation of the Commander-in-Chief con- 
cerned.

AGRICULTURAL WAGES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—Now that Irish farmers are to be com- 
pelied to pay farm labourers was in the 
vicinity of . @ week—which is from 20 per 
cent. to 50 per cent. more than has heretofore 
been customary—the problem as to whether 
farmers are getting the best results from -their 
labourers, and as to whether some system of 
getti work done other than that customary 
12 Ireland should not be adopted, is one worthy 
of attention and of investigation by the De- 
partment of Agriculture and by the farmers 
themselves. : 

I have in my mind’s eye & farm of about 450 
statute acres Irish) of medium land, where 
& regular staff of thirteen men is kept. There 
are about 170 acres of “lage, including first 
and second crop rye-grass. e farm is well 
equipped with modern inachinery. The wages 
at the new rate would amount to £845 per 
annum; Land Conimission annuity, £162; rates, 
£55—a total of £1,062. 
farm could not, taking imto account seeds, 
manures, and other expenses, produce that 
amount of money. Everyone who has had a 
large experience of labour is in favour of pay- 
re g wages and of working men to their 
full capacity. The question is, are men being 
worked to their full capacity? If not, can they 
be so ‘worked in the future, and can economy 
come in that way ? 

. I. have made enquiries as to the staffs of men 
Which are employed on English and Scotch 


I am ‘told of a Yorkshire farm with 700 acres 
of tillage, run wiih a staff of under twenty men. 
To come down to particular items, I am told 
that an acre of turnips ean be thinned, or 
singled, as it is called on the other side, far 
from 6s. to 7s. The same work here takes 
sixteen men for a day, or, say, in money 40s. 
Those who meet English and Scottish farmers 
can multiply instances of a similar kind for 
themselves. I consider that the facts set out 
above have a strong claim to be investigated 
and explained, and the results placed at the 
disposal of Irish farmers.—Yours, etc.,

TILLAGE AND WEATHER. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE 1RiSH TIMES. 

Six,—Having read the statement of Mr. P. J. 
O'Neill, Director of Natioual Service in Ireland, 
which appeared in your issue of the l4th inst., 
in which he stated that “the weather condi- 
tions in June and July were ideal, and that 
the hay harvest was saved with the minimum 
amount of labour,” ete., I beg to say that, 
in making this statement, Mr. O'Neill should 
have mentioned the part of ireland in which 
these ideal weather contlitions prevailed. Cer- 
tainly here in. Connaught we had no such 
weather. June was a cold, wet month, and 
very little agricultural work could be done. 
July, with the exception of six or seven days 
at the cOmmencement, was a very wet month, 
and any hay cut simply rotted, and the heavy 
rain which fell, accompanied by thunder, 
levelled most of the oats crop to the ground, | 
The first week in August wes splendid, and 
all the hay it was possible to save in the time 
was saved; but since Monday, August 6th, we 
have not had a fine day, or, indeed, a day 
when a labourer could stand out at any work. 
The result ie that any hay cut is worthless. 
and in many cases it is lying in four or five 
inches of water, black and rottimg. The oats 
crop i tossed about in all directions. and 
most of it will be impossible to cut with any- 
thing but the reaping hook. What the yield 
of such a crop will be is apparent to any 
practical person, and does not call for any 
comment from me; but certain 
very best of it will not return anything like | 
the required number of pounds to the bushel. | 
eo as to enabie us to sell 


So much for the weather and crope up to | 
the present; now a word as to labour. 
ing for the County Roscommon, in which I 
live, there is a very great scarcity of labour. 
and any there is is monopolised by the Con- 
gested Districta Board and the County Council, 
so that the farmer, when he geta a few dave 
now and again, is ao short-handed that he can 
make véry little headway, indeed. Most of the 
labourers in Roscommon County are the sone 
of men who farm fifteen or twenty acres of 
land, and have to a very great extent plenty | 
to do at home, with the result that the em- 
ployer.can only hope to get them off and on. | 
whenever they can be spared from their own 
work. Anybody can see how impossible it is 
to get work done under these conditions. Moat 
people in theese parts cannot er.ploy labour out- | 
side their district, as they have no accommo- | 
fation to put them up, ete.; but even the | 
man who can put up a man or two cannot 
get them in a great many cases. The harah- | 
ness and absurdity of applying the tillage 
echeme equally to every part of Ireland will | 
be very plainly demonstrated anybody 
travelling even by rail from Athlone to 
Ballina or Westport, as they can see hay. corn, 
potatoes, turf, lying under water. rotting, 
and imganoet cases. completely: lost to the un- 
fortun farmer, who was forced to under- 
take to do that which he now finds impossible

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STOLEN COPPER. 
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A DEALER CHARGED WITH ITS PURCHASE 

A young general dealer named Albert Siev, of 
27 North Glouqeeter piace, was charged yesterday 
in the Dublin Police Court, under the Defence 
of the Realm Act, with having bought, on the 
25th ult., and other days, from a boy, Patrick 
Robinson, 8 Lower Gloucester place, a number of 
copper driving bands, which Robinson had stolen 
out of the Dublin Dockyard Munition Factory, 
where he was démployed. He was prosecuted by 
Mr. James Davis, and defended by Mr. Edward 
Burne. | 

James Bearsiey, foreman of the factory, said 
that, on the 27th ult., he found some bands in 
the Loy Robinson's pockets. 

Robinson spoke of having sold bands to Siey, 
Anawering Mr. Burne, he confessed that he had 
stolen them in the factory. He did not remem. 
ber the correct location of Siev's store. 

Sergeant Bernard Taylor (50 C) said he had 
been informed by Mr. Royce, manager of 
the factory, that Robinson had stolen copper 
bands and sold them to Biev. Siev denied 
having bought the bands from the boy. As 
soon as he heard that their cost was £2 Sier 
asked the manager would he be satisfied if he 
got that sum, and the manager said it would 
net satisfy him, as he would have to account 
for the bands to the Minister of Munitions. 

Mr. Burne, in reply to Mr. Drury, said his 
case was that the boy had not bees in the de- 
fendant’s etore at all. A similar store in the 
vicinity might have been mistaken for his. Siev 
was some time in business, and had never been 
convicted. 

Inspector Crosbie said that that wae the case. 

Mr. Burne pointed out that the only  evi- 
dence for the prosecution was the evidence of 
the accomplice, which would require corrobora- 
‘tion. A girl had been in Sievs shop all the 
time, and she would say that the boy had not 
been there. She was not now in Court. 

Mr. Drury remanded the defendant, and too
